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A  Message  From  the  President: 


This  issue  of  the  Northerner,  in  common  with 
all  issues  which  have  preceded  it,  is  a  record  of  the 
past.

In  keeping  with  the  theme  of  this  annual,  I 
hope  you  will  always  be  willing--even  eager--  to 
continually  join  in  taking  "a  new  look  at  Northern.  " 
To  perform  its  mission.  Northern  must  constantly 
look  at  itself  with  the  conviction  that  it  must  con- 
stantly change,  discarding  that  which  is  no  longer 
pertinent,  adopting  that  which  becomes  more  per- 
tinent to  the  welfare  of  its  students,  and  retaining 
that   upon    which    change    properly    has  no  impact.
